Text of the President's Message 
Vetoing the Chinese Bill. 


The British Government Releasing Political 
Frisoners— Jesse James’ Body 
Fully identified. 


Wasurnoton, April 5.—The Presi- 
dent’s veto of thc Chinese bill was re- 
ceived at 1:20 r M. yesterday, and read 
immediately. The President in his 
message says that after careful consid- 
eration he returned the bill with his 
objections. He held that it conflicted 
with the treaty obligations and violated 
the faith of the nation, and hoped that 
Congress would endeavor to find an- 
other that would meet the expectations 
of the people of the United States and 
not conflict with the rights of China. 
In discussing the meaning of the word 


Haborers,“ as used in the treaty the good 


President concedes that it is intended 
to include artisans or skilled laborers. 
In regard to the terms of suspen- 
he says, “the examination 
which I have made of the treaty and 
of the declarations which its nego- 
tiators have left on record of the mean- 
ing of its language, leaves no doubt in 
my mind that neither of the contract- 
ing parties, in concluding the treaty 
of 1880, contemplated the passage of 
an act prohibiting immigration for 
twenty years, which is nearly a gener- 
ation, or thought that such period 
would bea reasonable suspension or 
limitation, or was intended to change 
the provisions of the Burlingame 
treaty to that effect. I regard this 
provision of the act as a breach of our 
national faith, and being unable to 
bring myself in harmony with the 
views of Congress on this vital point, 
the honor of the country constrains 
me to return the 


good faith yequives a modification of 
the twenty years snspension.” The 
President further says: “Our treat 

with China is not yet forty years old. 
It is only since we acquired California 
and established a great seat of com- 
merce on the Pacific, that we may be 
said to have broken down the barriers 
which fenced in that ancient monarchy. 


Under the spirit which inspired the 


Burlingame treaty many thousands of 
Chinese laborers have come here. 
These people have been instrumental in 
building railroads and the country has 
prospered by their industry. There 
may be other sections of the countr 
where this species of labor may be ad- 
vantageously without inter- 
fering. with the laborers of our own 
race.” “The passport system,” he 
says, “is falling into disuse in Europe, 
e maintains that ex- 
perience has shown that passports are 
easily borrowed or even forged:” The 
message speaks of the opening of 
China to the world’s commerce as hav- 
ing enormously benefited the Pacific 
Slope, and deprecates a 1 which 
would drive Oriental trade and com- 
merce from the United States. It con- 
cludes: ‘While the protection of our 
own labor from Asiatic competition 
may justify this policy, it is wiser 
now to make a shorter experiment 
with the views of maintaining perma- 
nently only such features of it as time 
and experience may commend.”

San Francisco, April 5.—The Cail 
publishes an interview with John F. 
Swift, ex-Treaty Commissioner to 
China, who says, regarding the twenty 
nad suspension clause of the Chinese 

ill, that the Commissioners of both 
countries contemplated a considerably 
longer period when discussing the 
terms of the treaty. The Chinese Com- 
missioners understood even better than 
we did the problem of over-competition 
in labor, and were willing to agree to 
means of relief. The time of suspen- 
sion was thoroughly discussed, and it 
was agreed that a suspension of thirty 
years, or one generation, would be 
necessary to remedy the evils com- 
plained of. I fully hoped the suspen- 
sion would have been pro for 
thirty years, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment would not have considered the 
faith of the treaty trespassed if 
it had been made fifty years or even 
more.

John Land, One of the Robbers, 
Makes a Confession. 


The Parties Implicated—Led Astray—intro- 
duced to Jesse James—The Old 
Hands Do the Business. 


Kansas Crtry, Mo., March 31.—The 
confession of John Land, the train rob- 
ber, was given to the press 8 It 
implicates James Bogs, Miller, Little, 
Buiger, Cummings, Matt Armstrong, 
and Creed Chapman. There is some 
dispute between the county officials 
and Police Commissioner Craig of this 
city, the latter desiring to honor the 
parole given to Little, while the for- 
mer declare that inasmuch as he has 
contradicted some of his statements, 
and may be playing false with the 
authorities, he. should be arrested. 
Land's confession is as follows: 

At 3 o'clock a. Mu. two men came to 
me. They were John Bugler and 
Creed Chapman.” They said: “John 
what do you want to work so hard for? 
We don’t work, but get lots of money 
easily.” Bulger said: “How would 
you like to go and help us rob a train“ 
I said: “I am making $40 a month, 
and don’t believe I will make more 
money a robbing trains than by dig- 
ging wells.“ Bulger said: If you 
will go we will insufe you more 
money.” 

NAMES OF THE ROBBERS. 

I said, Who's going with you?” 
Bugler said, “Jesse James, Frank 
James, Nat Little, James Cummings, 
Ed. Miller, Henry Bugler, John Matts, 
Charlie Deerduff, Armstrong, Creed 
and myself.” I said, “All right, I 
will go in with you.” I quit work at 
once and all three of us started up the 
railroad toward Glendale. After walk- 
ing a short distance they left me and 
struck off across the country, while I 
went on to Glendale. I think it was 
about 9 o'clock when I reached the 
platform of the station. I went in- 
side and John Matts was there. We 
had a short conversation. I then 
stepped out of the depot onto the plat- 
form. I saw aman riding down the 
road toward the depot on a large bay 
horse. He came up to us and shook 
hands with Matts. Turning to me, 
Matts said, Mr. Land, I will intro- 
duce you to Jesse James.“ Imme- 
diately after shaking hands, he and 
Matts walked away to the other end 
of the platform and held a short con- 
versation. Jesse then came up to me 
and said, “Mr. Land, I understand you 
are going in with us to rob the train 
to-night?’ I said, “Yes, sir.” 

ADVICE OF JESSE JAMES. 

Jesse said: “Have you any arms?” 
I answered: “Yes, a breech-loading 
rifle.’ He said: “Be sure and bring 
it with you. Meet us at the cut back 
of Jack Cole’s farm as soon after 8 
o'clock as convenient. Come alone. 
When you get within 200 or 300 yards 
signal us by whistling a tune. An 
answer will be given at once.” I then 
turned and went back home. I think 
my brother got home about 7 o'clock. 
I then went to bed with him. It was 
a little after 8 when I got up. I took 
down my rifle, and slipping out, got 
away without raising any of the 
family. Upon arriving at the cut I 
gave the signal agreed upon. It was 
answered and 1 stepped forward and 
was met by Jesse James. All of the 
old gang were there, six of them, and 
Armstrong and Deerduff, who I knew 
before, and who had joined the regular 
gang a short time before: Shortly 
after Creed Chapman and John 
Bugler gave the signal and came in. 
Following them came John Matts, 
alone. Pretty soon the train was heard 
coming, and Jesse said: Boys, we 
who are older hands at the business 
will stop the train, go through the cars 
and get what is there. You fellows 
run along outside and fire fifteen or 
twenty times apiece to scare the pas- 
sengers.” Jesse stood upon a pile of 
rocks on the track and swung a lantern 
and the train came to a stop within a 
few feet of the obstruction. Chapman, 
John Bugler and myself stood on the 
south side of the track, while John 
Matts and two others were on the other, 
side. The first thing they did was to 
break into the express car. We all had 
on white masks, and as I began at once 
to fire and the excitement raised, I did 
not notice who it was went into the 
cars. 

A MAN SHOT AT. 

Before we had been long at work I 
saw a man come from the train with a 
lantern and start to run towards the 
east. John Bugler called out, “Look 
there, what does that mean?“ Creed 
Chapman at once fired at him, followed 
by Bugler, and I took a third shot. 
Just then some one cried out of the 
train, “Don’t shoot him. He is going 
to flag the freight.“ After the men in 
the cars got through, they came to the 
head of the engine and were joined by 
those on the south side, and then all 
of them came over and joined us on 
the south side. We all started off to- 
gether, went through the wire fence and 
went due south for some distance, when 
we were halted by Jesse James, who

SHALL THE STATE BE RE-DISTRICTED! 


Congress having re-adjusted the ap- 
portionment of its members among the 
several Sta es under the recent consus, 
increasing the number in some of the 
States and decreasing them in others; 
and as our own State is numbered 
among the former, the inquiry as what 
action she will take, seems to be perti- 
nent. 

It is true the bill provides that hen 
the increase is confined to one member 
only, that he shall be admitted from 
the State at large; but does not pro- 
vide forthe admission of any grvater 
number by this mechod. 

By the indifference or non-aetion of 
our present Legislature in not re-dis- 
tricting the State as provided by the 
Constitution—and especially so now 
since Congress has re-apportioned its 
own members—may lead to com- 
plications of a more serious character 
than the mere cost’of an extra session. 

By Section 5, Article IV of the 
Constitution it is provided that “For 
the purpose of choosing members of 
The Legislature of the State shall be 


divided into forty Senatorial and eighty 


Assembly districts,” and that “each 


’ Senatorial district shall choose one 


Senator, and cach Assembly district 
shall choose one member of the Assem- 
bly,” which districts shall be number- 
ed in their order, “commencing at the 
northern boundary of the State, and 
ending at the southern boundary there- 
of.” * * * “And the Legislature 
shall at its first session after each cen- 
sus adjust such districts*‘and re-appor- 
tion the representation so as to preserve 
them as nearly equal in population as 
may be.” 

Nothing is clearer to our mind than 
that it is the duty of the present Legis- 
lature to re-district the State in accord- 
ance with the foregoing provisions of 
the Constitution; and this position is 
reinforced by Sec. 22 of Article 1, 
where it expressly declares that The 
provisions of this Constitution are man- 
datory and prohibitory,” so that a 
neglect or failure by the Legislature to 
re-district the State in accordance with 
these provisions is a violation of the 
oath of office of its members, and of 
their obligation to the people. 

To be entirely fair in our constitu- 
tional references; we will state that 
section six, above referred to, also pro- 


vides that “until such districting as 


herein provided for shall be made. 
Senators and Assemblymen shull be 


elected by the districts according to 


the apportienment now provided by 
law.” 

We take it this provision, by the 
most natural inference, refers to the 
present body, and to any vacancies that 
might occur therein; otherwise an 
obstinate party might delay or put off 
the apportionment for years. And we 
are not without the best of reasons tor 
so thinking; drawn from the actions 
and debates of Representatives from 
districts who would lose by a readjust- 
ment. 

On the other hand, districts who 
gain by a reapportionment, suffer an 
injustice by this neglect to reappor- 
tion, by want of their due representa- 
tion in the law-making body of the 
State. 

Again; suppose a Legislature elected 


‘by the old districts shovld pass some 


law affecting the property or personal 
rights of some individual, would he 


not most naturally inquire, as he 


would have a right to, of the court at- 
tem pti enforce such an act,

MISSIONARY WORK WANTED. 


It is certainly lamentable that our 
Eastern humanitarians cannot look 
upon the Chinese question as do the 
people of the Pacific Slope, or in other 
words in the light of reason. Where 
our Eastern friends make their mistake 
is in supposing the people of Califor- 
nia are disposed to oppress and deal 
foully with their Mongolian inhabit- 
ants. Such a supposition is far from 
the truth. In our own city no class of 
people here resident have greater im- 
munity from bad treatment than have 
our Chinese workmen. They receive 
the fullest protection of the police and 
courts, and have no difficulty in ob- 
taining any required legal aid when 
needed. They pursue their vurious 
avocations without let or hindrance, 
and so far as business 1s concerned 
stand upon an equality with 
the most favored natives. Their in- 
dustry and sobriety recommended 
them for laborers and servants, and so 
far they are desirable adjuncts to a 
country. This we can frankly admit 
to our Eastern friends, but while we 
say this we also say emphatically they 
are not desirable as citizens, and their 
importation should be stopped: They 
are not of our faith and cannot be. 
They are not of the kind to associate 
with our institutions. Their habits 
and manners are peculiar to them and 
make them objectionable as citizens 
and neighbors. They take the place 
of laborers and mechanics, who, but 
for the presence of the Mongolians, 
would populate our towns and con- 
tribute to all the institutions of 
society, social as well as commercial. 
It is a fact, and well proven, that 
white labor, if brought in competition 
with the Mongolian. must go down to 
‘the same style of living and the same 
rate of wages. There is no alternative 
from this result, and from it every man 
and woman who feels the sympathies 
of humanity for its own kind turn 
with abhorrence. And to save our la- 
borers and their families from such 
degradations is the opposition to the 
Mongolian based. 

Probably much of the prejudice 
against us in Eastern minds is to be at- 
tributed to the Kearney crusade, and it 
will take us long to overcome the ideas 
that the foul-mouthed fellow was in- 
strumental in spreading abroad. Bet- 
ter tempered and more discreet men 
are now in the lead, and it is hoped 
some capable men may be found who 
will assume the missionary role, and go 
East and preach the gospel of humanity 
vs. Chinamen to our heathen-loving 
Eastern friends. 


HOW THEY Do IT. 


The wire-pullers of the Democracy 
have ever been celebrated for their 
readiness in inventing Munchausen- 
isms, They generally begin a campaign 
and continue through it on fabrica- 
tions.

THE STATE JUTE FACTORY. 


Its Formal Opening Yesterday at 
San Quentin. 

The formal opening of the jute facto- 
ry inthe San Quentin prison took place 
yesterday, although the machinery was 
put in motion about a week since. A 
number of prominent citizens were 
present, who viewed with satisfaction 
the successful inauguration of the new 
industry. At present there are 115 

convicts at work, besides four skilled 
foremen and 24 freemen. These latter 
are employed to instruct the men under 
them in the special work they are as- 
signed to. The Warden explained to 
his visitors yesterday that for the pres- 
sent he is compelled to employ a few 
Chinese, | since he can find no other men 
in the prison who understand the work 
sufficiently to take charge of any de- 
2828 But so soon as he can ju- 

iciously do so, he will discharge these 
Chinese and put in American and 
Spanish boys. His object in doing 
this is to teach the younger convicts a 
trade that will be useful and profitable 
to them after their terms have expired. 

„At this trade,“ said the warden,” 
“these young men can always get em- 
ployment, for there are very few spin- 
ners in this State, and those who do 
know anythin about the work are 
p incipally Chinamen. Indeed, there 
are so few skilled white spinners that I 
have offered a premium for them, and 
as yet have failed to get any. Ina 
very short time, when those whom I 
have in here have learned the work, I 
intend to increase the working force 
to 400, and then we will run up to the 
full capacity, 50,000 sacks a duy.” 

“At what do you estimate the profits 
of this factory?’ asked a reporter who 
was present. 

“The amount of the 4 of the 
400 men at a dollar a each would 
amount to $144,000 a year. ere 
a fair allowance for expenses I thin 
the profits will amount to about $70,- 
000 per annum.”

Senators Miller and Far 
Introduce Immigration 


Inquest on Jesse James’ Body—His Mother 
Goes for Land, the Informer—Sar- 
gent on the Veto.

Wasuinoton, April 5.—Senator Mil- 
ler has introduced another Chinese bill, 
the same as that vetoed, except that it 
provides for the suspension of immi- 
gration for ten years. He says he ex- 

ects other modifications to be made 
in the Committee, with the view of 
making the bill conform as nearly as 
practicable to the President’s views as 
outlined in his veto. Miller says 
the opponents of Chinese immigration 
will press the new bill with vigor, 
hoping to pass it at once and to obtain 
the President’s approval. He says of 
the Pacific Coast ple now, that if 
they can’t get what they think ia right 
und what they want, they will accept 
the best law they can get. There is an 
impression that the President wiil ap- 
prove a bill that will suspend immi- 
gration only ten years, but nobod 
seems able to state how it originate 
There is no authority which 
assumes to have heard the President 
say so, and some members of Congress 
who supported the veto bill, express 
doubt as to the President's approval of 
of a ten years’ bill. They say there is 
nothing in his veto to indicate his 
willingness to approve such a measure, 
but upon the impression that he might 
do so, the bill containin 
suspension has been introduced. 


FARLEY INTRODUCES A 16 YEAR BILL. 

Senator Farley has prepared a bill to 
restrict Chinese immigration, Which he 
will introduce to-day. It is the same 
as the vetoed bill, @xcept that it sus- 

nds Chinese immigration for sixteen 
instead of twenty years. Farley’s mo- 
tion to take up the Chinese bill was 
adopted by a vote of twenty-nine to 
twenty-five. Cameron of Wisconsin, 
Miller of California and Jones of Ne- 
yada, voted with the Democrats to take 
the bill up. 


NO CHANCE POR THE OLD BILL. 


Friends of the vetoed bill admit that 
there is no chance to pass the bill over 
the President's veto in the Senate, and 
they will endeavor to have Miller’s bill 
referred to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee with a view of having another 
bill agreed upon and reported as soon 
as possible.

— Governor 
Crittenden was in the city to-day and 
stated that Jesse James’ body would 
not be sent from St. Joseph until a 
party of five sent from here to recog- 
nize it officially, had made their report. 
The remains will be taken from St. 
Joseph to-morrow to Kearney, Mo., 
near which place the mother of the 
desperado lives, and there interred. 
The Governor has not yet decided 
what will be done with Ford, the slayer 
of James, nor has he determined whom 
the $10,000 reward offered for the 
body of i James, dead or 
alive, will ven.

A Means fur Providing Homes for 
Mechanics. 


The interests of Los Angeles impera- 
tively demand the organization of a 
building society, and the present is an 
opportune time to agitate and develop 
its formation,when so many new-comers 
are seeking permanent homes here. For 
some inexplicable reason the capitalists 
of this city have ne ver given this subject 
the attention it deserves, a lamentable 


fact when it is considered that next to 
the upbuildiug of manufacturing indus- 
tries nothing conduces to the 
rapid and permanent growth of a 
city so much as building societies. 
In fact, the fostering of manufactures 
and organizations of building societies 
are twin enterprises that should be 
systematically and persistently encour- 
— One provides permanent em- 
8 for the masses, the other 
omes. We hereafter confidently expect 
to see manufacturing enterprises estab- 
lished in Los Angeles commensurate 
with the needs of its subservient terri- 
tory, thus constantly adding an element 
from whose industry this city will 
doubtless derive the largest share of its 
prosperity—mechanics and laborers— 
and without which she can 


never become a large and 
influential metropolis. The question 
arises, i the capitalists and 


business men of this city co-operate in a 
united and systematic effort devoted to 
the establishment of homes for these 
workingmen? In order to retain this 
element permanently in the community, 
it is nec to offer such inducements 
as will render the benefit a mutual one. 

The rapid growth of Minneapolis, Minn., 
a city composed principally of mechan- 
ics and laborers, was due to the fact that 
its founders were shrewd enough to offer 
any working man a lot gratis if 
he would build a house on it, 

thus not only securing a much larger 
number of permanent residents, but 
also making them keenly alive to every 
interest in the community. A building 
society furnished with only moderate 
capital to start on, would accomplish 
much in the effort to build up homes 
for workingmen in Los Angeles, and if 
a few capitalists and business men will 
start the list with about one hundred 
dollars each, the mechanics and labor- 
ers already in possession of homes here 
will doubtless subscribe liberally also, 
and otherwise extend their hearty sup- 
port to the undertaking. -

‘A “Native” Endorses Colonel War- 
ner’s Argument. 


Other Reasons Than Inducing Moral Immi- 
grants—Sunday Laws Peculiar to 
Knglish People. 

„He who holds no laws in awe, 

He must suffer by the law.” 

There was a great deal of wisdom and 
pointed argument in Colonel Warner's 
letter on the Sunday law, yet there are 
other reasons and arguments in favor of 
its enforcement than the mere matter oi 
inducement for moral people to come 
hither and pitch their tents on our in- 
viting plains. 

Sunday laws are emphatically pecu- 
liar to the English-speaking people, and 
were first enacted during the reign of 


this | King Athelstane, 950 years ago, and 


have been prominent on our Statute 
books to the present day. In all com- 
munities in America where the people 
are of English or Scotch origin, 
Sunday laws are not necessary, and 
if on the local statutes are never 
enforced because they are never 


violated. The proper observance of the 
Sabbath is so engrafted in the hearts of 
the English speaking people, as to 
amount to a sacred tradition, nay, more, 
it is our religion. An American may for- 
get his creed, may lose his moral iden- 
tity, but he never forgets his respect for 
the holiness of the Christian Sabbath, 

because it is the first lesson taught him 
by his mother. It is only in communi- 
ties where the foreign element largely 
1 ＋· that laws and the en- 
orcement thereof, becomes neccessary 
to maintain a proper observance for this 
time-honored American idea. The 
„League of Freedom,“ composed in the 
main of foreigners, not only defy 
our laws, but insult our religion. 

It may be that our laws are wrong and 
that our religious idea of Sabbath ob- 
servance is a humbug, a thing which 
should be abolished, and to that end 
the League has been formed. I hearda 
member observe that ‘‘we will repeal 
the law. I heard another remark, ‘‘we 
will repeal the Constitution of the 
United States. Now what those two 
persons meant by these observations I 
am not prepared to say, but this much I 
for one am willing to maintain, and that 
is the League of Freedom’’ and its 
leaders are treading on very dangerous 
ground in pursuing their present course, 
because it may become at some time 
necessary for them as a body and as in- 
dividuals to invoke the law in their 
favor, and those who defy the law may 
become embarrassed in claiming protec- 
tion from the law. 

Many Americans have been heard to 
observe in these latter days that if a 
robber should despoil a member of the 
league, and should they be called upon 
to sit ona jury to judge the culprit, 

they would find him, not guilty on gen- 
eral principles.“ We know that as 
compared with the class of people that 
compose the League of Freedom, the 
ordinary native is a barbarian and needs 
reforming; and while willing to admit 
the undoubted ability of the flaming 
leader of the league to accomplish thai 
end in his own good time and pleasure, 
still we may hazard the assertion that 
the natives will not submit thereto 
without a more violent protest than this 
of A NatTIveE.
